MR-  CHAIRMAN,  LAUCES  AND  GENTLEMEN, 

We  have  the  honoiir  to  submit  the  following  report  on  the 
health  of  the  Bishop's  Stortford  Urban  District, 

During  196?  the  vital  statistics  of  Bishop’s  Stortford 
showed  some  variations.  The  number  of  people  in  the  town  con- 
tinued to  increase  slowlyj  the  Birth  Rate  increased  and  the 
Death  Rate  decreased,  A breakdown  of  the  Death  Rate  figures 
showed  one  disturbing  feature.  It  was  found  that  the  niimber 
of  deaths  recorded  in  the  ’25“65  age  group’  had  increased 
considerably  and  that  death  was  attributable  mainly  to  ’Diseases 
of  the  Coronary  Arteries’.  It  is  noteworthy  that  this  finding 
is  part  of  a national  tendency  and  it  causes  concern  for  the 
welfare  of  the  dependents  in  the  bereaved  families,  since 
educational  and  social  problems  arisen  It  is  felt  that  Health 
Education  may  play  an  important  role  in  offsetting  death  from  an 
early  coronary  incident;  for  example,  the  dangers  of  obesity 
must  be  presented  in  practical  and  reailistic  terms,  so  that 
people  can  imderstand  how  fat  can  affect  one  adversely. 

In  other  fields  Health  Education  occupied  a considerable 
amount  of  the  time  of  the  members  of  the  Public  Health  department. 
This  year  over  twenty  lectures  were  delivered  on  siibjects  such  as 
Pood  Hygiene,  Drug  Addiction  and  First  Aid,  In  addition,  the 
department  assisted  the  Bishop’s  Stortford  Voluntary  Home  Safety 
Committee  in  their  various  exhibitions  and  campaigns  against 
domestic  accidents. 

During  the  year  Members  and  Officers  of  the  Council  continued 
to  demonstrate  their  interest  in  maintaining  the  health  of  Bishop's 
Stortford,

The  triennial  visit  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  occtxrred  in 
the  srunmer  of  196?  and  lasted  for  two  weeks  o During  that  time 
they  worked  in  seven  different  areas  of  the  town  and  a total  of 
4,018  attendedo  This  is  an  increased  attendance  (66O)  in  con- 
trast to  19640  Unfortunately,  the  majority  of  the  people  in 
Bishop's  Stortford  do  not  take  advantage  of  these  facilities  which 
are  very  effective  screening  procedures  for  the  early  detection  of 
disease o During  the  visit  of  the  unit,  37  catses  req'uired  fiorther 
investigation;  8 cases  of  tuberculosis  were  discovered  and  1 
malignancyo  The  remainder  consisted  of  a variety  of  thoracic  dis- 
orders and  diseases* 

(3)  Niirseries  and  Child-Minders  Regulation  Act*  1948c 

The  Act  requires  all  Nursery  Schools  and  Child-Minders,  who 
have  more  than  two  children  from  two  different  homes,  to  be 
registered  with  the  Local  Health  Authority* 

During  1967,  "the  ntomber  of  nursexy  schools  and  playgroups 
permitted  by  the  Urban  District  Council  increased  to  ten*  Over  300 
of  Bishop's  Stortford's  pre-school  children  attend  these  establish- 
ments; an  increase  of  50  on  the  comparable  figure  for  1966*  The 
Local  Education  Authority  do  not  provide  any  Nursery  School  in  this 
area. 
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(4)  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  regxalar  weekly  collection  of  refuse  was  maintained  throughout 
the  year  using  the  Paper  Sack  System,  Disposal  of  refuse  was  by 
controlled  tipping  at  Hadham  Towers  which  is  situated  in  the  Braughing 
R\iral  District,  The  tip  is  shared  with  the  Braughing  Rioral  District 
Comcil,  Quarterly  collection  of  large  items  of  refuse  were  made  at 
pre-arranged  points  in  the  town, 

(5)  Water  Supply 

Thirty-one  samples  of  drinking  water  were  submitted  to  the  Cambridge 
Public  Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination.  With  the 
exception  of  one  sample  satisfactory  reports  were  received,  Pollow-up 
samples  proved  satisfactory, 

(6)  Drainage  and  Sewerage 

During  19^7  the  Bridge  Street/Northgate  End  sewer  was  completed. 

This  resulted  in  adequate  drainage  of  the  area  around  Stane  Close,  No 
further  flooding  has  been  reported  from  that  area. 

By  1970  the  Urban  District  Council  will  have  completed  a new  Sewage 
Works  on  the  site  of  the  Sev/age  Farm,  At  present,  however,  excavations 
on  the  site  of  the  Sewage  Farm,  designed  to  deepen  and  improve  the  drain- 
age of  existing  lagoons,  resulted  in  a temporary  excess  of  effluent  into 
the  River  Stort,  This  excess  of  effluent  was  raeasiired  on  eight  separate 
occasions  by  officials  of  the  Lee  Conservancy  Catchment  Board  and  as  a 
result  of  their  estimations,  the  Bishop’s  Stortford  Urban  District  Coxmcil 
received  notice  from  the  Lee  Conservancy  Catchment  Board  that  they  intend- 
ed to  prosecute  under  the  Rivers  (Prevention  of  Pollution)  Act,  1961, 

This  prosecution  was  successful  and  the  Magistrates’  Court  at  Harlow,  on 
the  3rd  October,  19^7,  ruled  that  a total  fine  of  £400  plus  costs  should 
be  incurred. 

It  should  be  pointed  out  that,  while  work  is  proceeding  on  the  site 
for  the  new  Sewage  YiTorks,  an  excess  of  effluent  may  be  recorded  once  more. 
The  Bishop’s  Stortford  Urban  District  Council,  realising  this  somewhat 
anomalous  position  have  attempted  to  reduce  the  risk  by  installing  a 
Compressor,  It  is  hoped  that  this  action  will  have  a satisfactory  out- 
come and  that  no  further  incidents  of  excess  effluent  into  the  River  Stort 
will  be  reported.  However,  shoiold  another  incident  arise  the  Council 
feel  that  they  have  taken  all  reasonable  action  to  avert  an  offence  and 
have  recorded  in  their  minutes  that  their  remedial  works  are  sufficiently 
comprehensive . 

(7)  Swimming  Pools 

1 59  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  five  swimming  pools  in  the 
district  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  With  the 
exception  of  two  samples,  satisfactoiy  reports  were  received.  Follow-up 
samples  proved  satisfactory.

Details  of  the  observations  for  the  year  ending  31st  March,  196?, 
in  connection  with  the  National.  Survey  of  Air  Pollution  are  given  in 
Table  I,  The  sites  listed  in  this  table  are  all  in  the  same  classi- 
fication as  Bishop's  Stortford  and  a comparison  of  the  amount  of  smoke 
and  siiLphur  dioxide  pollution  of  the  various  towns  listed  reveals  that 
the  level  of  pollution  in  Bishop's  Stortford  resembles  that  foxmd  in 
other  towns  of  comparable  size. 

Table  II  sets  out  the  air  pollution  averages  at  both  stations  in 
the  town  since  recordings  commenced  locally.  Table  III  gives  the 
average  monthly  concentrations  in  Bishop's  Stortford  during  1967*

Twenty-eight  food  con5)laints  were  investigated  during  the 
year  and  a niomber  of  warning  letters  v/ere  sent. 

Legal  proceedings  were  taken  under  Section  2,  Pood  and 
Drugs  Act,  1955,  in  connection  with  the  sale  of  a loaf  of  bread 
which  contained  an  insect.  The  prosecution  was  successfxil  and 
the  defendants  were  fined  £5  v/ith  £4  ZfS,  Od,  costs. 

(b)  MnaKSTS,  STALLS  MD  DELIVERY  VEHICLES 

The  Pood  Hygiene  (Markets,  Stalls  and  Deliverer  Vehicles) 
Regulations,  1966,  (as  amended)  came  into  operation  on  1st  January 
1967.  These  Regulations  appli'"  to  covered  and  lancovered  markets, 
delivery  vehicles , mobile  shops , stalls  and  trading  in  the  open 
air  generally.  They  strengthen  the  present  food  hygiene  require- 
ments for  these  forms  of  trading  and  revoke  or  supercede  the 
corresponding  requirements  in  the  Pood  Hygiene  General)  Regulations, 
i960.  The  responsibility  for  compliance  with  the  Regulations  rests 
with  the  stallholders  and  their  employees  and  the  regular  weekly 
inspection  of  the  markets  was  continued  diring  the  year  in  order 
to  enforce  the  provisions  of  the  Regulations. 

(c)  MILK  SUPPLY 

Pifty-nine  samples  of  bottled  milk  and  three  sanqples  of  cream 
were  taken  in  the  course  of  delivery  to  the  consimier  during  the  year 
and  submitted  to  the  Cambridge  Public  Health  Laboratory  for 
bacteriological  examination.  All  the  samples  were  reported  upon  as 
satisfactory,  with  the  exception  of  one  san:5)le  of  milk  and  one 
sample  of  cream.  Details  of  these  samples  are  shown  in  the  table.
